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Dear Sir/Madam, 

Your refund request for 10/590,922 in the amount of $180.00 has been denied. 

All fees were calculated and accessed properly. Applicant must either: make a 1.97(e)(1) statement that 
the references were not cited more than three months prior to the filing of the IDS, or pay the fee under 
1.1 7(p). Applicant did not make a proper statement under 1.97(e)(1) and instead chose to pay the fee of 
$180. If applicant had made a proper 1 .97(e) statement and paid the fee, we could refund the money, but 
that didn't happen here. 

If we were to refund the fee, then the IDS would not meet the requirements of the rule, since applicant did
